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At each intersection of the wires, the lower wire 4 has, at its lower side, aa 
exposed portion (electrode) 9, whereas the upper wire has, at its upper side, an 
exposed portion (electrode) 9. The other portions of the wires are covered with 
insulating materia]. Also, the wires 2 and 4 are bonded to each other at the 
intersections thereof 

With the above-described construction, it is possible to reduce the minimum 
diameter of babbles detectable, to improve the strength of the wires, and also to 
restrict short circuit between the electrodes due to elongation and/or vibration of 
the wires.
